Over $12,800,000 in federal 
aid, for fish and wildlife re sto ­

They w ere designed to 
aid the states in program m ing 
th eir federal aid activities. 
Texas fared quite well in the 
m onetary apportionm ents.

King I^eopold of Belgium was 
patron of the feature, which 
bears a unique testimony to the 
age-old balance between man 
and beast in the African jun­ 
gle. “M asters,” 
which 
starts 
Sunday for a four day run with 
“House of Usher” at the F er­ 
guson Theatre, is a photograph­ 
ic case-history of the secrets of 
the animal kingdom. Two years 
were devoted to shooting
